REPORT OF SCHOOL BOARD 





To the Parents and Citizens of Brookfield: 

Again we present to you our report for the past year. — 
We wish to remind you of the fact that the influenza 
seriously affected the fall term of school, so that our 
report is not as encouraging as might have been were 
it not for that. 

The Brookfield Corner school was closed longer on 
account of whooping cough. Then, as the teacher was 
called home, a difficulty arose in securing another. 
When the school opened for the winter term, few

scholars attended owing to several attending out of 
town schools, and others from the result of whooping 
cough.
